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Ask Parents to Aid 
In Safety Program

With more than a million Los Angeles youngsters 
returning to school, the support and participation of 
parents in an area-wide back-to-school safety program 
is being requested by police and other safety agencies.

Responsibility of children in traffic must be shared 
by the parents and the official agencies, they said. 
Schools as well as law enforcement agencies are already 
participating in the program and parents are asked to 
help in two ways: showing children traffic safety by 
example, and establishing safe routes to and from school 
for the youngsters.

Agencies pointed out that 'most school children in­ 
volved in traffic accidents are between 6 and 12. 

FOLLOW EXAMPLE
"At that age," they said, "most children do things 

by following an adult example. Therefore, if parents 
demonstrate pedestrian safety habits, the children will 
follow."

The National Safety Council, one of the participat­ 
ing agencies, has sugegsted that one of the parents take 
the child over the most direct route to and from school 
several times, pointing out crosswalks, signalized inter­ 
sections and such hazards as blind corners. The child 
should be convinced that the pre-established route is 
the only path he or she is allowed to use when travel­ 
ing between home and school. After traveling the route 
two or three times with the youngsters, a time limit can

Streamline Plan 
For Smaller 
Business Loans

A new program for expand­ 
ed commercial bank participa­ 
tion with the Small Business 
Administration ttt'^encqurge 
more private financing and to 
speed-up handling of loa,ns to 
small business was announced 

| this week by Small Business 
Administrator John E. Horne.

Home said the new bank 
participation program, which 
establishes simplified and 
streamlined procedures to fa­ 
cilitate smal business loans, 
will be put into effect imme­ 
diately throughout the coun­ 
try. Through the simplified 
plan SBA hopes to expand 
quickly the volume of SBA- 
Bank participation term loani 
to small firms.

Under the new cooperative 
program a bank may partici­ 
pate with SBA in a loan to a 
small business with the Gov­ 
ernment, p ILO v i d i n g up to 
$,'150.000 in funds for any one 
loa. The participating bank 
 must take at least a 25 per 
cent share in the loan. The 
interest charged SBA's share 
of the loan is 5M» percent ex­ 
cept in officially resignateci 
aroas of substantial unemploy­ 
ment where it is 4 per cent

The bank may set the in­ 
terest rate on its share of th« 
loan.

In announcing the new loan 
program. Horne said "The 
Simplified Bank Loan Parti­ 
cipation Plan has the im­ 
mense advantage of permit­ 
ting us to rely upon the 
bank's credit judgement 
which is based on its knov 
ledge of its customers and it 
pxnerience in the bajikir 
field.
